The letter of O'Donovan Rossa, publishad
in tho Marsefllaise, nud the part'mz refutation
of it which has been oificially communicated
by the Home Secretary Lo the linghwl} news-
papers, ought to bring homo to all English-
men, and especially to the Liberal party in
England, the misorable and reckless folly of
our present law. It is probably the defest of
our national temporament—the defect which
of all others most disqualifies us for hearty
sympathy with our Irish fellow-anbjects—thut
wo are rather obtuse and stolid about mafters
of feeling, that we often fml to suter heartily
into the most obvioun distinclions botween
one olass of actions and another, that we con-
found, for instance, hostility to the law due
to one motive with hostility to the law dua to
quite other motives, and not only troat both |

o crimes—which s absolutely essonlinl—
but  treat both w8  crimes of the
samo kind, ond as compelling us)

to treat the erimimals in the same manner,
Now, no one who las doue us the honor of
reading our articles on the state of Ircland
during the leat few months will imagine that
we nre nmongst those who can be supposod
for a moment to sanction any disposition to
trifle with the principle of authority, We
called upon the Government to refuse the |
pardon of the I'enian conviels—demanded,
as it was, in & spirit of violent and e¢ven inso- |
lent mennce as an sabsolate right—long before
the refosal actually came. We have not
sorupled to adyvise that even stern measures |
for toe repression of outrage, when none
others seemed offectunl, should accompany
the grest remedinl mensures which Parlia-
mwent bas taken in band,. We are entirely
clear, then, of any churge of advising or
approving adminisirative weakness in the
Irish Government, But we feel nons the lasg
strongly, perhaps even the more strongly on
that account, that there is absolutely fatal ob- |
tuseness in the policy of confonnding, or ap- |

pearing to Ireland o coufound, the character

of political crimes, such ns those of which |
the Feninus have boeen guilly, with the ordi-

nary moral crimes for which sentsnces of

penal servitude are quite rightly inflicted,

Nor do we say this with the least intention |
of wenkening—on the contrary,with the hops
of greatly strengthening—the promptituda |
and courage of the Executive in the repres-

sion of political ontbraanks and the restraint

of politieal oflenders. If O Donovan ilossa had

been trested from the first as a political |
prisoner is to be treuted by the mew North

German Code, we should not have seraplaed

to defend the Government had he even been |
shot dead in any attemipt to resist the orders

of his warders or to escape {rom his prison.

If every political prisoner were at once made

aware that from the momeont of lis convie-

tion he was to be treated absolutely |
without wmoral indigoity, but with all |
the restraints nsnally deemed necessary |
for prisouers of war or midemeanants |
of the first class, and that auny |
attempt to Dbrenk tbrongh these restraints |
would be punished with military vigor, the |
Irish political conviets would not only be |
tuite as safe as they now are, but thero wounld |
have been nothing like the same inducements i
to the Government to find excnses of a some-
what slender character for remiiting their
punishment, or to evade the prosecution and
conviction of mnew offenders, It is the
reflected consciousness which, in some dim
form, the Irish indignation nt their treatment |
excites in English politicians' breasts, that
there is a roal injustice in this system of not
simply restraining and punishing, but de-
grading rash and mischievous pauriots, that |
s0 often bolds onr hands from tuking ade-
(nate measures to nssert the anthority of the
law. What, indeed, can be more inconsist-
ent and absurd than the blindness of English
liberals to the great and very just and senti-
mentsl grievance which this mode of deal-
ing with political offenders infliots on the
Insh nation? Here we are all of us ad-
witting openly that a certnin amount of at

least passive sympathy with Feuianiswm
pervades the whole popnlar spirit  of
ireland, and finding historical exouses—
only too good—for that indisputable

fact, and yet ullowing it to be publishad day
by day to the Irish nafion that the punish.
wment which we inflict on the more violent
and active form of the very same feeling is
the punishment not of a firm but generouns
enemy, but rather that of the moral contempt
and reprobation which we aflix Lo mean crimes
and sordid motives,. We assert that nothing
could be better calenlated to kesp alive the
flime of batred in the Irish people than a

licy which brands the rebellions spirit of
reland just as it brands the conduct of the
murderer, the swindler, and the thisf. Can
anything be better calenlated to stimulate
the popular confusion between agrarian assas- |
sinations and patriotic insurrections than the
mere fact that we treat the treason of the
Fenian and the murder of the assassin as if
thoy belonged to thesame order of cripe?
We confess that to us it seems & wmoral

seandal of the worst Kind that the
political prisoners ghould not be
treated with all the outward respect—
though with all the mnesdfnl rigor and
severity — of open enowmies, From all

we ean gather, we feel excesdingly littls por-
sonal sympathy with O'Donovan INossa, be-
cause we can hardly nvoid the conviotion that
he has written the letter published in tha
Marseillaise withont any of that regard to
strict veracity whickh is essentisl to thu honor
of a gentleman, Bnt who enn imaging for a
moment that the Ivish people who put him
forward asasymbol for their wished and
hopes in the Lippeeary election, will acoept
the English Minwster's vossion of the facts of
the case in proference to -his? Of coarse they
will not, and of conrse every man - with a
touch of disgust for Eunglish rule in his
breast, and a touch of wimirntiom for the
Quixotic courage of the Fenian insurrection
—and how wany of the true Irish peapls are
there without such s toneh of feeling?—will
resont, as if it were s persoual insult, this
story of degradations suoh as they deem tho
fitking penalties only of dishonorable crime,
“These English " they will say, ““talk of
justice to Treeland, but they have nol
got in thair breasts the reguisite
mornl conditions of justics to Irelund. They
cannot enter into the most elementary feel.
ings of Irishmen, 'I'hey cannot treat us sven
a8 brave enemies. They dishonor us all in
dishonoring the wen who, whatever their '
rashness and their folly, have at least oared
so much more for o patriotic dream than for \

personal safety and happiness, that they have
risked life and lost liberty for that dream.
Of necessary sevority we should not complain. |
Those who foment insurrection know the
coat, and must pay it. But of needless indig-
nity we do complain. These wen are aobler
than many of us, for they acted on the im-
pulses which we had either too muoch pru-

denes or too little conrage to sot npon. And
in oasting insults on them you render us im-
placable. How can wa be reconciled to n gov-
emnment which offers us justioe with one
hand and oasts insult wpon us with the other?"”

We confesa that the more we consider the
matter the more we feel the absolute need of
recognizing frankly this tremendous senti-
mental grievance, and of strengthoning
rather than weakening the law against insnr.
rection, by treating political offenses found
to have been committed withont any dis-
honorable motive as the North Gorman Diot
is prepared to treat them-—as n distinet olass
of offenses worthy, indeed, of severs repres-
gion and punishment, but wholly distinet
from ordinary crimes, and therefore mnot en-
tailing any social indignity, Mer. Disracli's
funciful and almost absurd protest, on the
first night of the session, against sstting apart
any prison in the United Kingdom as a poli.
tical prison, is nothing to the point, Wo im.

rison already many misdemenanants withont
inflicting on them any marks of infamy. All
the persons committed for trinl but not yet
triod sre imprisoned under similar conditions,
What possible need of a now class of prisons
—if, indeed, it be so objectionable to con.
fess to the meed of it when we feel the
need of it—if a new class of prisoners will
do? What we do want is to classify in a class
apart an unfortunately very old species of
offenses, but to treat them in a new apirit;
and in this to learn a lesson from the North
Gierman Diet. It is not too soon—it is only
unfortunstely very much too late—to confess
that we stand with relation to TIrish republi-
cans too much in the same position in which
Germuany stands towards German l‘(\plll]“{“,{lnﬁ

or Polish conspirators: and it wonld mot be |

inopportane, it would be in the highest de-
gree opportune, to wanke thia confession, at
the very time when we are trying hard to root
out the conses of a state of feeling that must,
by the very mecessity of the case, long out-
last the traditions and habits of injustice of
which it was born. We may fairly say that
Imperinl necessities forbid even the conside-
ration of separation between CGreat Britain
and Ireland. Bul the mo:e we insist on this,
the more obviously we are bound to overcomo
that insular obtusensss of fesling which is
the only excuse for treating political offenses
with indignities that no semsitive race will
willingly forgive or easily forget.

COMMODORE VANDERBILT'S LETTER.
From the N. Y. World.

The best free-trade document lately pub-
lished is the letter of Commodore Vander-
bilt to President Felton, donying his signa-
ture to the petition of Pennsylvania railroad
men for an increase of the duty on sleel
rails,

A clearer head discern his interest, or
the interest of uny corporation under his con-
trol, than that which the Commodore earries
upon hbis shounlders is not now extant; and
one of the sharpest points in his Jetter is that
in which he shows, with perfect conrtesy,
that in their petition the Dennsylvania rail-
rond men may have been faithfal to any
interest of theirs in Penusylvania steel-works,
but gwe tants went agdainst the interest of
all layers of steel rails and all riders over
them, and all who send or use freight carried
over them,

I'he argument of the Ponnsylvanians is
that home competition is the only defense
from foreign extortion. The Commodore,
with his wide and long experience of men
and their ways, replies that he has not found
extortion an exclusive characteristic of the
Dritish or Prussian stecl-rail seller, He has
met persons eapnble of extortion on this side
the Atlantic; amd what if it should turn out
that domestic extortionists happened to own
domestic steel-rnil works ? Competition, in-
deed, the Commodore believes in as the true
defense against extortion, but, since extor-
tion is to be guarded sgoinst wherever men
have the power to extort, the widest competi-
tion is the best defense ngainst anybody's ex-
tortion at home or abrond. Monopoly of stesl-
rail gelling here might be got by higher du-
ties; Lut that, if preventing foreign extortion,
would guarantee Pennsylvania extortion,
I'ree trade in steel rails would prevent foreign
extoriion because of home competitors, and
Lhome extortion becanse of foreign compe-
titors.

This is the reasoniog underlying Commo-
dore Vanderbilt’s letter, which is expressed
with the terseness of a man who knows ex-
actly where his interest lies and can’t be hum-
bagged by any plausible gammon of *‘protec-
tion:" and it carries the weight of the three
ruilroad corporations which first used steel
rnils, and which have used one-fifth of all
laid down and one-third of all imported.

It iz exactly in the protectionist vein, now
that the Dessemer steel process has become
free to all the world and lowered the price
everywhere of steel-rail making, to petition
Congress to chent 40,000,000 people out of
that benefit by a duty for the benefit of forty
steel-rail makers. {\‘e propose Commodore
Vanderbilt for the next President of the Free
Trade League,

Among American gold-miners, from Frazer
river to Ban Diego, there is a fixed belief
that the portion of the continent richest in
gold, and most accessibla to the pick, the pan,
and the arastra, is the Wind river mountusins,
They bave been prospected; and some of the
adventurous men who took their lives there
with their outfits survived the peril, came out
with their hair, and at innumerable eamp-fires
hinve told the tale which has kindled a fever
of desire and of enriosity wherever in the
United States the color of gold is seen, Thess
mountains flank & portion of the hunting-
grounds of the Bionx and Cheyennes. They
contain no geme on which the Indians sub-
sist. They are merely the park walls of theso
red gentlemen's hunting.parks. Soma whito
men in Wyoming, being poor but indnsirious,
propose to get to the top of thess walls and
pick for gold. Drevet Major-General O, C.
Augnr says they shan't do it. He has written
to Governor Campbell, of Wyoming Tarri-
tury, that he bas received orders Lo inform
the parties coneerned that the Government
will not permit its treaty obligations with the
Indians to be violated, and to advise them to
nbandon their pnrposs, and in any évent to
soe that this expedition doss not go.”

A treaty between the people of the Unitad
Btates and a tribe of Plain Yodinns which
gives to the latter the right to exclade Ameri-
can citizens from the pold in the Recky
Mountuains cannot, in the nature of things,
bave any sanction among o mining populs-
tion.

It is mado to enable the males
of a race which sbhors agriculturs, and would
gooner starve than plongh and hos, to gorge
on buffalo-hump and elkerib: to sleep, to
dance, to paint their foces; to flutter the
sealps of white women and men faken on the
emigrant trails; to brag of the hornes thoy
have stolen, and the enemies they have sur-
priged in sleep, or slain in uneqgual battle; to
averwork and beat their women; and again to
gorge, and agnin to sleep,

The common law makes contracts void for
repugnance, Bear in mind that the Bioux
and Cheyennes are Plain Indians, as distin-
guished from Thickwood Indians. They
never walk, They slways ride. They never
climb a monntain save to look off npon s
plain for game or for a foo. In wintor only
they enmp among the fool-hills for sheltor
from the winds. Their livea are passed on
grasa, They live on the flanks of the
columns of buffaloes in their ranges from
tho Arkausas to the Saskatchewan, Grant.
ing for a moment that they bhave a right to
live this life against the right of eivilization
to permanently ocoupy the soil, are the Wind
River monntans essential to that mode of
life? Eight bundred miners in Cheyonne

The Reconstrnetion Committee in Congress
ought to be jnstantly disbanded. Tts proper
work is done. It hes no more business to
exist than the Anti-Slavery Society, If there
are any legislators who have been thinking
about reconstruction and the negro question
80 long and so intently that they are incapa-
ble of thinking of anything else, they ought
to be called back from completed labors by a
grateful people to the repose of private life,
In this world the man who can do only yester-
day's work is of no nso to anybody.

What is the work of to.day ? 1tis to wipe
out the politieal disabilities imposed for the
safety of the conntry during the period of re-
construction nnd enfranchisement. Until the
negro had been empowered to protect himself
by the bailst: until the Southern States had
been restored with governments based upon
impartinl  suffrage, these disqualifications
were deemed necessary. 1t was held that
certain of those who hud participated 1 re-
bellion should Lave no voice in settling the
terms of peace, or tha qnestions raised by
the war, That ressoning is now out of date.
Those questions are forever smettlad. Dis-
franchispment is no longer a mensure of
safety; it is simply an irritant and a cause of
trouble and danger, The perfect peace which
ull good eitizens desire, and which only noxi-
ons demngogues scek to delay, may now be
hastened by the removal of all disabilities
from those who participated in the rebellion,

We trust that the President may speedily
recommend such & measure, and that its sup-
porters, the Republicans in Congress, will be
prompt to propose and to pess it. Taken
lesson, gontlemon, from the radienls of Mis-
gouri!
